HAVANA Cuba, April 13.—(Spe 
cial Cable.) -Throwgh the courtesy of 
a gentleman well acquainted with the 
Spanish authorities, I was yesterday 
given a permit to spend an hour in 
the prisois of Cubanne and Moro 
Castle. I had been there before, but 
I was nat permitted on the previous 
occasion to go as freely through those 
gloomy corridors as I was allowed 
yesterday. The greatest diligeace and 
care la exercised toward keeping any 
newspaper men from inside those 
blood-stained walls. I was introduced 
as an architect from Germany, and, 
ua there happeued not to be a man 
there who could. speak a word of 
German, I had no difficulty in making 
mental observations of what was 
going on. It is impossible to 
convey to the reader an idea 
of. the filth and. dirt, the poisonous 
gases, the obnoxious and almost stif 
ling odors, the weirdness and ghostli- 
ness of those dark and deadly cells, 
where there are over one thousand 
prisoners It would tax the hu 
man mind to conceive a plan by 
which the real and supposed offend- 
ers of Spain’s laws could be more in- 
humanly treated than the poor un- 
fortunates. who at this time are in- 
carcerated in Moro Castle and in 
Cubanne. Five or six of them die every 
day for the want of attention. The

A REVOLTING CRIME. _ 
An Bight-year-old Girl Outraged and 
urdered. 


BOSTON, April 13.—The ost re- 
volting erime known in Boston in 
many years was Unearthed dy the po- 
lice of Dorchester district late this 
afternoon when the body of Alice 
Sterling, the eight-year-old daughter 
of George W. Sterling of Savin Hill, 
was found buried in the manure-pile 
of the stable on the Dennis estate. 
The little girl’s skull had been crushed 
in by a heavy blow_~vith an ax and 
there were unquestionable indications 
that she had been outraged. Angus 
Gilbert, night station agent of the 
Savin-Hill station of the Old Colony 
division of the New York, New Ha- 
ven and Hartford, is under arrest 
charged with the crime. 

The little girl disappeared Wednes- 
day afternoon while Mrs. Sterling 
and other members of the family were 
absent. 

From the en the officers 
decided the man they wanted was, 
Gilbert. In the daytime he worked 
for G. W. Emmons. He slept in an 
old stable on the Dennis estate near 
by and Miss Reid states she is posi- 
tive that the man went in this dir 
tion. this afternoon

Hall said tonight of the incident: “The 
success of bronze statutes led me to take 
up the idea of putting a ballet at the 
Winter Circus in bronze also. I sdver- 
tised for girls and had no trouble in get- 
ting thirty-two

BADLY DAMAGED. 


Wild Confusion Among the Clerk 
The Senate Chamber Ruined— 
Fire Probably Started from 
Tinners’ Stoves.

Fire broke out at noon today in the 


Senate wing of the Statehouse and, 
fanned by a fierce gale, raged for over 
an hour and caused a damage of $25,- 
6000. During the fire the greatest ex- 
eltement prevailed among the inmates 
m the Statehouse and, owing to the 
high wind and difficulty in getting at 
the fire which was under the reof, it 
wae for a time feared that the entire 
structure would be ruined. The 
frightened employees In the various 
departments were in a panicky state. 
At 1:30 o'clock the flames were un 
der control and shortly after that the 
tire was out. The quantity of 
poured in through the roof leaked 
through the Senate ceiling, causing 
considerable damage to the frescoes 
there. The smoke penetrated to all 
parts of the west wing and Has 
caused much damage to the walls. 
The fi 
from a finner’s furnace left on the 


roof. There is no insurance as it has 


never been the custom of the State 
to insvre its property. 

At 218 pm. the fire 
subdued, but the Senate wing was flooded 
with the water. The State Library @&- 
caped with slight damage. The room os 
cupied by the Eurolling and Engrossing 
Committee was flooded and it is believed 
that many important bills have been de- 
stroyed. As there was no insurance, te - 
entire loss will fall upon the State. At 
one time the fire looked so serious that 
Adjt.-Gen. Orendorff and his assistant, 
Col. Boyle, who occupy rooms in the south 
wing, ordered the janitors to pack up the 
Illinois battle flags of the late war aad 
carry them into the vaults.

A BIG-LAND SUIT. 


The Government Contests a Claim of 
the Southern Pacific. | 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 
PORTLAND (Or.,) April #8.—A case in- 
volving title to 200,000 acres of land sit- 
uated in Multnomah and Clackamas coun- 
ties near this city, will come up in the 
United States Circuit Court next Tuesday. 
The case is known as the “overlap land 
case and is brought by the United States 
government against the Southern — 
Company. 
The contention of the * EROS is 
that the land having deen given to the 
Northern Pacific in 1873 was not included 
in the grant to the Oregon and California, 
which.has been absorbed by the Southern 
Pacific, and that the Northern Pacific’s 
prior grant excluded the land from the 
grant to the Oregon and California. But 
the Northern Pacific failed to build from 
Wallula to Portland and its grant along 
the Columbia River was forfeited. to the 
government. And as the overlapping land 
was never included in the grant to the 
Oregon and California it cannot now be in- 
cluded. The land is very valuable.

A Texan’s Plan for 1 for "Doing Up” the 
Predatory Marine Pest.

THE DISTRICT ATTORNEY SCORES 
THE FIRST POINT. 

Yesterday morning Dist.-Atty Donnell 
appeared before Judge Van Dyke in De- 
partment Four in response to the citation 
requiring him to show cause why he should 
not be deprived of his office for neglect 
of duty. Ben Goodrich and M. T. Allen, 
Esqs., appeared as counsel for the District 
Attorney, and W. T. Kendrick and R. H. 
Chapman, Esqs., for Dalton Wheeler, who 
appéars as plaintiff in the action. 

Attorney Allen filed a general denial of 
the embodied in the complaint, 
and then the matter went over until 1:30, 
as plaintiff's counsel desire some time to 
consider the answer filed. 

Upon the court reconvening in the after- 
noon plaintiff med a demurrer to defend- 
ant's answer alleging that the same does 
not facts sufficient to constitute a 
defehse or counter-claim, and that the 
answer, as a Whole, does not state facts 
sufficient to constitute a defense to plain- 
tiff’'s complaint. 

W. T. Kendrick opened the argument on 
behalf of the plaintiff, and made several 
points that, at least, had the merit of orig- 
inality. He urged that what he was 
pleased to call the special defense raised 
by defendant’s answer was worth anything 
at all it was only as a claim that the Dis- 
trict Attorney had a discretion, under 
the law, in the administration of his of- 
fice, and if in the exercise of his duties 
he should make an error of judgment, 
then he could not be punished for it. 
Counset having thus interpreted the an- 
wer ot detfendant. proceeded to argue 
on the assumption that the District Attor- 
ney is endowed with no discretionary 
power whatever. “His position is not 
judicial,’ urged counsel, ‘else an examina- 
tion into the merits of a case would not 
be necessary, and yet he contends that he 
investigated in this matter, and in so 
doimg exercised the functions of a magis- 
trate albeit he found no evidence sufficient 
to warrant the institution of proceedings. 
In his ministertal capacity we find that un- 
der the old practice he could intervene 
in certain cases, but our code does away 
with all such power. He is the advisor 
simply, but cannot nolle prosequi a case, 
and his.duties are strictly ministerial, and 
not judicial, ‘he being without right to in- 
quire jnto the question of probable cause 
in any case.” 

* thus defined the scope of the 
power developing upon the District Attor- 
ney, counsel proceeded to urge that the 
alleged libelous matter submitted to the 
District Attorney, and upon which it was 
desired action should be taken, admitted 
of no justification, being libelous per se, 
and as such it must have appeared to the 
District Attorney, who is presumed to te 
acquainted with the law. Examining the 
article complained of in detail counsel in- 
quired what justification could be found 
for the term “a snaky abomination,” as 
applied to Mrs. Holmes. Copnceding that 
her doctrine might be altogether wrong 
no warrant could be found for such lan- 
guage. 

Attorney Kendrick concluded his argu- 
ment by quoting a number of authorities 
to sustain him in the position he took with 
regard to the scope of the duties of the 
District Attorney. 

He was followed by Attorney Coodrick, 
who, on behalf of the defendant, proceeded, 
first to prove by very commonplace illus- 
tration the absurdity of the contention that 
the District Attorney is not endowed with 
discretionary powers, and as a corollary, 
must be at the beck and call of every ir-

Counsel quoted authoriti2s to sustain 
the position he took and argued that the 
District Attorney stands indifferent as be-

The ablest and 
dest judges of this country have instructed 
the grand jury and charged them that if 
they have reason to believe that they can 
procure testimony that would explain 
away the matter presented, ex parte, and 
show that no crime had been committed, it 
was their duty to send out and get that 
testimony. The failure to act upon that 
doctrine in later years in this country has 
brought the grand jury into great dis- 
favor. It was a shield as originally in- 
stituted, between the crown and the sub- 
ject. In this country we have mo crown 
to prosecute and the people who govern 
prosecute; but it was instituted as a sort 
of sacred English constitution, and has 
been perpetuated here until, in later 
times, it was completely perverted; so far 
from being a shield to the subject, or the 
citizens, it has become inquisitorial. And 
if there is anything that the modern mind 
revolts against, more than anything else, 
it is the inquisition, the inquisitorial 
power. People would crawl into the grand 
jury room quietly, unknown to the man 
‘who was to be charged, and without any 
justification whatever, have bim indicted. 

“As I say, that practice bad become 80 
common, that it brought tte grand jury 
system into great disrepute. It is an his- 
toric fact that the debates in our iast 
constitutional convention all show that

“If he thinks that a prosecution is to be ;

Power is the hands ot almost 
all officers, and wherever power ts lodged 
a liability to Abuse exists, put the power 
to abuse a power is also lodged with him, 
and if he abuses the right or duty im- 
upon him, there is a way to reach 
him.

“ALTATA (Mex.,) April 3, 1895.—(Special 
Correspondence.) Travel in Mexico is full 
of sürprises. One rainy night that settled 
down upon us in the village of Pericos,

253 members of the congregation, invok- 
ek remonstrance from the Third 
Presbyterian Church invoking the Presby-

4 a petition from the session of the 
First church asking the Presbytery to 
ratify such action as it had: taken. To 
these your committee reply that, to the 
Pretbytery belongs the unquestioned 
authority to locate churches, whether they 
be new ones proposing to build, or old ones 
propesing a change of location. The action 
ot the First church in determining to 
ghange its location from Second and Broad- 
way, whether wise or unwise, appears to 


pave been orderly and legal. However 


much we may and do sympathize with 
the protestants, we do not see how we 
can remedy their grievance without an 
undue exercise of episcopal authority, 
nor do we believe the Presbytery has 
power to compel a division of the fund

committee, while conceding the apparent

Your committee 
would recommend, (with the expression of 
great regret that the First church had 
not taken steps to consult the Presbytery 
before committing itself, by purchase, to 
a location which is an encroachment upon 
the territory of a sister church and that 
they had not yielded greater consideration 
to the appeal of the Third church, whose 
feld they were thought to have thus in- 
vaded,) further consultation with 
the Third church to see if there may not 
be terms of adjustment on which both 
may agree.

‘THE QUEER EXPERIENCES OF AN AMERICAN IN CHINA’S: 


GREATEST INTERIOR CITY. 


A Look at the Stofes—A Dinner at a Chinese Restaurant—How 


the Chinese Smoke and What it Costs to Rent a Pipe— 
Boiled Bread and the Land of the Doughnut— 
The Filthiest Towns on the Globe. 


(From Our Own Correspondent.) 


The close of the present war may bring 
about an era of travel and exploration in 


China. As it. is, many great cities of the 


empire have never been visited by for- 
eigners. There are certain provinces, con- 
taining more people than the whole United 
States, in which it bas always been un- 
gate to travel, and there are hundreds 
ot curious tribes and clans which are 
practicaly unknown to the people of the 
western world: Take, for instance, the 
Hakkas. How many Americans have heard 


of them? The ordinary Chinese cannot un- 


derstamd them, and still they live here 
and there all over China and have vil- 
ages and customs of their own. They do 
not bind the feet. They wear broad- 
rimmed hats instead of caps, and the 
children wear rings ot silver around their 
secks. There are clans in China who do 
nothing but beg, and there are other clans 
who are thieves from generation to gen-

Let us go in and 
get a bite to stay our stomachs, which 
have been turned over and over by he 
disgusting sights of our trip. It consists 
of a dozen rooms, separated by screens of 
carved Chinese fretwork, on the back of 
which white paper is pasted. Bach room is 
filled with teak-wood tables, which look 
like ebony, and which are about four fect 
square. There are chairs beside them, and 
we take our seats while the frouzy serv- 
ant brings in cups of tea, with the 
‘saucers turned over their tops to keep in 
the aroma. We take off the saucers and 
tilt them so they act as strainers for the 
cups, just touching the tea and keeping 
the leaves back as we drink. We are next 
served with a soup, filled with little bits 
of pork, and then with the stew, which is 
thick with cubes of chicken about the size 
of a dice. We pick these out with clean 
wooden chopsticks and eat the soup with 
a spoon. I take out my pencil and begin 
to sketch. A crowd gathers about me, and 
the Chinese waiter whose picture I have 
taken looks sheepish and mad. 1 ask as 
to the prices, and find that I am paying 
twenty-one cash, or about 1 cent per dish. 
I can get a pipe of tobacco for three cash, 
or one-sixth of a cent, and a good handful 
of watermelon seeds for fourteen cash. I 
am surprised to see how many people eat 
They are the peanuts of 
China, and they are served at every thea- 
ter between the acts. All classes eat 
them, and nearly eve Chinaman has 
them somewhere about his clothes. There 
are tea saloons in every Chinese street, 
and you can get your cup of tea and your 
watermelon seeds anywhere. There are 
restaurants of all classes, from those which 


houses. I was told that the houses were 
numbered, and at the corners I saw char- 
acters which gave a description or census 
of the families of the neighborhood. Most 
of the streets of the cities which I visited 
outside of Peking ‘were paved with stone, 
which had been worn smooth by the bare 
and shod feet of a thousand generations of 
human beings. Outside of the hogs and 
the dogs you see few animals in one of 
these big towns. . There are no carts and 
mo carriages. The men ride through the 
streets im chairs, and the merchandise 18 
carried by men or pushed and dragged 
through the city in wheelbarrows. There 
are no statues ahd no public squares, ex- 
cept here and there, where a place may 
have been left for a market. i 

There are no telegraph lines and no tall 
buildings. The roofs are of heavy black 
tiles, and most of the city houses are built 
of blue brick with a foundation of stone. 
I saw no signs of .cellars, though under 
somo of.the streets e are drains, and 
some have gutters. Both drains and gut- 
ters are usually stopped up, and they form 
the breeding-places for disease and bad 
smells. * 

The filth of a Chinese city is in fact be- 


barn yard, and the vilest cow yard in 
America is cleaner than the mud through 
which you wade in walking through Heu- 
kow. You have to keep your eyes on 
your feet, ahd there is no bone factory in 
the United States which surpasses the 
smell arising from the streets on a wet 
day. Here and there along the business 
streets, Just off of the most thronged parts 
of the city, you will pass great vats 
splashed with the vilest of dirt. These 
are public water closets. They are owned 
by private parties, who grow rich by sell-

HENRY WATTERSON’S STRIKING EULOGY OF ABRAHAM LIN- 


COLN, THE MARTYR PRESIDENT. 


He Was Heaven Sent to Save the South trom itselt and 
Union for All—The Kentucky Orator Among Lincoln’s 
Friends in Chicago—A Southern Man’s 
Candid Testimony. 


When Henry Watterson approached the 
footlights at the Auditorium in Chicago 
on the evening of February 12, 1895, to 
Speak upon that ever-fresh topic, ‘Abra- 
ham Lincoln,” he was greeted with «4 
round of applause. There was no formaiitv 
of introduction, and he began be address 
without the cuetomary Ladies and Gentle- 
wen. The Chicago Tribune's report, from 
which wo quote, says that he quickly 
caught the interest of his auditors and heid 
N thr hout. 

Mr. Watterson spoke with deliberation, 
pausing at the strong points to allow them 
to impress his hearers. The manuscript 
of his lecture lay before him, but he sel- 
dem réferred to it except when he read 
letters or extracts of speeches, and then 
he put on his spectacles. The keynote of 
his theme was that Lincoln was the man 
of the hour, sent by Heaven not only to 
eave the Union, but to save the South—to 
save it from itself. Frequently the audi- 
ence was moved to enthusiastic applause. 

When the speaker first mentioned Lin- 
coln’s mame in connection with the pro- 
phecy that the Union could not exist half 
free and half in slavery, and that he did 
not believe the Union would fall, there was 
@ spontaneous burst of applause. ‘When 
Mr. Watterson came to relate how Lin- 
coln’s inaugural address was delivered as 
though he had been delivering such ad- 
dresses all his life, there was another dem- 
onstration by his hearers. The stories of 
how Lincoln showed himself the master of 
the men in his Cabinet who thought the 
backwoodsman from Illinois would be a 
mere tool in their hands were also well 
received.

He 
had burned the candle at both ends from 
his boyhood; an ardent, pleasure-loving, 
hard-working man, and though not yet 50, 
the candle was burned out. His infirmities 
were mo greater than those of Clay, not 
to be mentioned with those of Webster. 
But he ved en more exacting times. The 
old-style party organ, with its mock heroics

Both 
Grant and Sherman cut the wires between 
their headquarters and Washington to es- 
cape his interference with the iron rule of 
military discipline. 


HELD THE NATION’S DESTINY. 
Mr. Watterson concluded as follows: 
“Born as lowly as the Son of God, in a 

hovel; of what ancestry we know not and 
care not; reared in penury, squalor, with no 
gleam of light or fair surroundings; with- 
out external graces, or acquired; 
without name or fame or official training, 
t was reserved for this strange being, late 
in life, to be snatched from obscurity, 
raised to supreme command at a supreme 
moment, and intrusted with the destiny | 
of a nation. 

“The great leaders of his party, the 
most experienced and accomplished public 
men of the day, were made to stand aside; 
were sent to the rear, whilst this fantastic 
figure was led by unseen hands to the 
front and given the reins of power. It is 
immaterial whether we were for him or 
againet him-—wholly immaterial. That, dur- 
ing four years, carrying with them euch 
& pressure of responsibility as the world 
never witnessed before, he filled the vast 
space alloted to him in thé eyes and ac- 
tions of mankind, is to say that he was 
inspired of God, for nowhere else could 
he have acquired the wisdom and the 
grace indispensable to his mission.

It was easily his most ratical, 
and it was the first of the series of events 
which made him President. I have often 
tried to reproduce it from memory. Once, 
at the request of the late Thorndyke Rice 
of the North American Review, I at- 
tempted to reduce my recollections to 
paper for that magazine; but the more I 
tried the more Medillian and the less 
Lincolnian the speech became. So I had 
to give it up. ; 
“I will tell you how the speech came 
to be lost. Lincoln, after he had mounted 
the pulpit, began something like tuis: 
„Gentlemen of the Convention: = am 
not here as a delegate; I have no creden- 
tials, and might be called an interloper. 
But you have givem me a call“ to speak, 
like a Methodist minister, I have 
few of us got together in 
“Springheld yesterday and 
elected ourselves sympathetic visitors to 
this convention.

In front of the boathouse, where the tide

The largest of these rocks is nearly 
seventy feet in circumference at the 
water’s edge, and raises its jagged head 
full twenty feet above at high tide.

When I first looked upon this bluff and 
surveyed its surroundings, and especially

Throughout the crevices which fo 
portion of the bdiuff’s face and — 
from its base to its summit, any quantity 
of little marine shell-fish were found putri- 
fying, having died through removal from 
their native element. The face of this 
ledge is smeared with blue clay from the 
harbor bed. Similar shells, together with 
numerous mussels and oysters, I found 
in the crevices and hollows of the im- 
mense rock which marks the outer point 
of the newly-formed reef. These, too, 
were putrid, but on the day that the bluff 
was first seen the oysters were fresh and 
succulent, and furnished a delicious meal 
for the occupants of the ranch-house. At- 
tached to ‘the base of this great rock, on 
one side, is an enormous mass of the blue 
water clay before referred to, which is very 
sticky and tenacious. This is w.

These investigations of the harbor sound- 
ings, so far as made, point to a startling 
fact. The soundings of Cuyler’s Harbor 
apparently deepened materially 
throughout'a belt from a quarter to halt 
a mile in width, extending from the west- 
ern shore to the eastern passage from the 
sea. These changes have been sudden 
and violent in their occurrence, and the 


responds to that of the upheaval. 

The precipitous heights boun ling Cuyler’s 
Harbor are not such easy climbing that 
one ascends them for a mere pleasure 
trip. Consequently, to those acquainted 
with the locality it will not seem strange 
that the first close inspection of that por- 
tion of the hills lying directly back of the 
upheaval, which has been made since that 
was undertaken on your corre- 
spondent’s account, and to see, as Capt. 
Waters phrased it, “if anything had hap- 
pened up there.“ 

An important and interesting discovery 
was made. A great deal had happened 
up there. The steep hillside was deeply 
furrowed and torn, showing plainly that 
the gigantic force which had been at work 
below had also played havoc there. Deep 
fissures ‘extended hundreds of feet down 
the slope, losing themselves in a network 
of similar fissures. There was nota square 
yard of surface where the ground was 
firm or unbroken. Even the saddle ani- 
mals, brave and trusty and accustomed 
to prodigious feats in the way of moun- 


taineering and to trotting indifferently | 


along the edge of high cliffs overhanging 
the sea, protested against crossing this 
quaking slope. Looking upward, the initial

Everything in & woman's life should be 
done temperately, especially the wearing 
of rsets. This eternal lecturing upon 
the evils of corset-wearing is all folly; to 
condemn tight-lacing is another thing, but 
the loose, wide-made corset is to be com- 
mended.

Furnace fires have not only kept the 
family warm all winter, but also innumer- 
able cosy mice nests, the larvae of moths 
and the irrepressible cockroach. At the

VERMICELLI SOUP. 


One pint and a half bouillon. 

One small handful vermicelli. . 

Crush the vermicelli lightly in your 
hand and put it in the bouillon, when it 
boils stir for a minute or two, and let 
it cook slowly for twenty minutes. The 
finest vermicelli is the finest. 


. BOILED SALMON. 

Salmon is at its best from the ist of 
April until the end of July. The fresh- 
ness of fish can be distinguished by the 
brilliancy of the skin and bloody gills and 


eyes. If the skin and eyes are dull the 
fish is not fresh. Highly-colored salmon 
is the best. Whitish flesh denotes inferior 
quality. 

The water in which fish is boiled and to 
which ingredients are added is called in 
French a court-bouillon. 

Wash the fish and put it in a vessel 
with sufficient cold water to cover it; then 
throw in galt, pepper, bay leaves, thyme, 
vinegar, onions shaved in round thin slices, 
and carrots eut in the same way. It must 
be brought to the boiling point slowly. 
After cooking for eight or ten minutes, 
strain the water and serve on a folded nap- 
kin; trim with parsley and slices of 
lemon, with the following sauce: 

HOLLANDAISE SAUCB. 

One-quarter of a pound of butter. 

Yolks of two eggs. 

Half a lemon. 

A pinch of salt. 

A small pinch ot pepper. 

Cook in a bain marie, as it is most im- 
portant to preserve an even temperature. 
If the water becomes too warm it will 
cook the eggs and turn thé sauce. Put 
the eggs into the small saucepan, and add, 
one at a time, small parcels of butter the 
size cf a filbert. Stir constantly with a 
wooden spoon. It will thicken like a may- 
onnaise made with oil, and, indeed, this 
real Hollandaise sauce is nothing but a 
warm mayonnaise where the oll is replaced 
by butter. When the butter is all in add 
the salt and pepper, and. squeeze in the 
juice of a lemon, still stirring until it is 
all well mixed, serve with the fish. 

PRESERVED PEAS WITH BUTTER. 

One pint of peas. 

Butter ‘the size of a small egg 

A pinch of salt. 

A pinch of pepper. 

‘In France fresh peas are sold already 
shelled. The dealer, through different- 
sized weives, sifts the varying grades often 
found in the same shell. The largest 
are cheapest, the medium size a trifle 
a and the smallést bring the highest 
price. 

Throw the peas in a strainer, set in the 
sink and pour over them two or three 
quarts of boiling water. Have the butter 
in a small china or granite vessel, and 
when the peas are well strained put them 
in with it. Then set the vessel in a larger 
one containing warm water and leave it 
in it until the butter is well melted. Jump 
the peas once or twice, in order to mix 
the butter thorughly with them. Do not 
let the water get too hot, as the butter 
will cook and turn to oil, instead of being 
Creamy. Serve as soon as the butter is 


melted. 
2 GREEN SALAD. 

One pint field salad. 

One dozen sprigs of cherville. 

Four or five targon leaves. 

Ten chives. 

One beet, medium size. 

Four spoonfuls of oil. 

One small spoonful of vinegar. 

One-half teaspoonful of salt. 

A pinch of pepper. ‘ 

French people are so fond of salad that 
their dinner is almost invariably accom- 
panied by one. 

The mixture of cherville (in  Yrench 
cerfeuil,) targon and chives is a great 
addition to all salads. A most delicious 
flavor. The chives and targon are well 
enough known, but not the chervilles, which 
is a small plant, very much like pareley, 
but having an entirely different flavor. 
The leaves are very fine, and they are of 
a more delicate shade of green. It can 
de found at all dig markets: 
cherville can be raised easily in the back 
yard or even in @ wooden box.] it does 
not like too much sun. ' 

Beets require to be cooked a long time, 
five or six hours. The leaves should be 
cut off, and the roots washed and put in 
boiling water, with enough to cover them. 
If it evaporates during the process of 
cooking it must be replaced by botling 
water. When cooked, take them out of 
the water, let them cool, peel them, and 
cut them in thin slices. 

Green salad needs a great deal of wash- 
ing to get rid of sand in the leaves. 
Green salads should be well shaken, either 
in a cloth or in a wire basket woven ex- 
pressly for this purpose. The process of 
salad shaking is very necessary, for if 
water remains in it, oll used in the dress- 
ing cannot mix, but rolls itself in large 
drops which impart a greasy ‘taste, no 
matter how good the oil may be. Put 
the leaves in a bowl, with the cut heets 
on top for ornament, and then Ffpread 
over the mixture of chives, targon and 
cherville washed and chopped previously. 

Put the salt, pepper and vinegar in the 
salad spoon, and mix well with the fork. 
When the salt and pepper are melted. 
spread the vinegar over the salad and 
then the oil!

IN THE STUDIO. | 


I have run away from the city and 
the sweet atmosphere of the country 
envelops me. The highways and by- 
ways are bordered with ewerald; the 
lush grasses nod at me from the hill 
slopes and the broad, green meadows 
and the wild flowers are like a count- 
less army of painters painting 
earth with color, warming it with 
beauty and filling it with fragrance. 
The leaves are unfolding upon the 
boughs of the many trees; there is a 
little peep above my head, then a gen- 
tle twitter, and at length a full cho- 
rus of song. 

The mountains make our glorious 
background warm with the sunrise 
glow which mingles witb the purple 
robed, fleeing shadows. Here are the 
great branching oaks, a century old 
yet green as in their youth; the whole 


Sierra Madre slope is carpeted wit. 
velvet among which is a 
gleam of gold, for the yellow daisies 
have hidden amid their slender spires, 
and the golden buttercup is pluying 
hide-and-seek with the wandering 
breezes. 10 

Here, under spreading oaks u 
Which the mountains look . 
down, is the pretty Sierra Madre stu- 
dio of J. G. Borglum. But what is 
this you see upon his easel? Ah, the 
mountains have stolen in and are 
limned upon the canvas. They speak, 
like those of the outer world, of vast 
height, sublimity and vastness. They 
are the alphabet of power, and the 
artist has caught their language and 
made them eloquent. On the canvas 
the giant oak and cedar lift them- 
selves against the mountain sides. 
You almost wait to catch the whisper 
of their leaves and the melody of the 
robin's song to break the stillness. It 
is the mountain world you see upon 
that easel, the same bright sky that 
bends above the outer world, the same 
life that fills it. 

And there comes the babbling brook, 
all silver tongued and so like life you 
fancy the water drops would cling to 
your fingers should you lay them upon 
the canvas. The horse and horseman 
are there too, lingering upon the 
brook’s boulder-piled bank. The for- 
ward horse dips his nose in the limpid 
stream, and—do we indeed hear him 
as he draws the water through his 
open lips? It is a realistic picture 
and it has the poetry of tender lights, 
and the glory of the early morning 
when intangible mists veil the moun- 
tain sides and soften their rugged 
vastness. 

“Crossing the Ford” is the title of 
the beautiful picture, and as you study 
it you feel that nature is with you in 
miniature in the quiet studio. 
And here are California’s golden 


| poppies from the hillside upon Mrs 


Borglum's canvas, and there the pur- 
ple pansies with their childlike faces 
seemingly as real as in the garden 
out of doors. Visiting this stud'o and 
breathing the delightful air of the 
surrounding country you realize how 
intimate the relation between nature 
and art. Théy clasp hands, and the 
true artist is nature’s interpreter. 

If you come back to the city, drop 
into the rooms of the Art Association 
of Southern California, and here in 
the loan exhibit you will find much to 
charm you. Next week I will tell you 
more of it, but today I will only ask 
you to be kind to yourselves and do 
not fail of seeing “Milda’’—the Goddess 
of Love—the . magnificent picture 
which was awarded gold meda's at 
Paris, Berlin and St. Petersburg, and 
painted by the eminent artist, Casi- 
mir Alchimawicz. It will be on ex- 
hibition at the art rooms one week, 
and will then be sent to New York 
on its way to Poland. It is a rare op- 
portunity for our art-loving public.

The world is full at present of talk 
about the antagonism existing be- 
tween labor and capital, as if, for- 
sooth, capital were the personification 
of some evil force that for the good 
of society should be destroyed.

It is this class of workingmen who 
are setting up clay idols to worship, 
and who in their blindness are mak- 
ing heroes of men like Eugene V. 
Debs, the very prince of conspirators 
against the peace and well-being of 
society, and are of the worst enemies 
of honest labor that the age can boast. 
When we hear of such a man as Debs, 
who has brought more suffering upon 
the country than any other man in 
the nation today, being seriously 
talked of, even by ever so small a mi- 
nority, ds a possible future President 
of this great Union, the question nat- 
urally arises, “In what direction are 
we tending?’ 

The only claim of this arch-conspir- 
ator to popularity rests in his crimes. 
He is a man at whose hands will be 
required the blood of many a poor 
victim of the strike which he inaugu- 
rated.

Many off the great 
statesmen of the future will be wo- 
men; many of the most successful dip- 
lomatists will be women; many of 
the greatest preachers will be wo 
men. The world has lost incalculably 
by the senseless prejudice that has

The tact of 
woman would have been of incalcu- 
lable service to the people in the set- 
tling of disputes. From the beginning 
a mother has been both statesman 
and diplomat in the home; from morn-

RELIGIOUS NOTES. 


Henry Herrick, who was the oldest live 
ing graduate of Yaie, has just died at 
North Woodstock, Conn. He was 92 years 
old, was graduated in the class of 1822 
and was a Congregational minister. De- 
spite his old age he retained his faculties 
until a short time before his death. 

Dr. William H. de Puy will, on the ist 
of May, retire from the assistant editor- 
ship of the Christian Advocate (Methodist,) 
a position which he has held for nearly a 
quarter of a century, and henceforth de- 
vote himself to literary pursuits on his 
own account. 

The University of Durham is to confer 
the honorary degree of M. A. on the Rev.

In En- 
gland, where they make quite a business 
of raising pineapples in hothouses, strong 
fertifizefs are used, but nothing of the 
gort is used in the Bahamas. There the soil 
ts of itself very fertile. The islands are 
of coral formation, and the soil very 
thin, varying in depth from one or two 
tuches to one foot. However, any plant 
of vigorous growth that can force its 
Toots inte the soft coral will grow and 
flourish. When the natives wish to set 
out a cocoanut tree they start out with 
a basketful of earth, some young cocoanut 
trees and a crowbar. They find a soft 
spot in the coral, dig into nt with the 
crowbar to the depth of eighteen inches. 
The hole is half filled with dirt and 
the tree put in and filled around. Here 
K will grow and thrive quite as well as 
in three or six feet of soil. The coral 
seems to give sustenance to plant life. 
A notable example of this is seen in the 
cefba, or silk-cotton tree seen e il- 
the 

Nassau postoffice, and is a meetitig-place 
for the negro ewains and their dusky sweet- 
hearts. At no point around this tree is 
the oll more than six inches deep, con- 
pequentiy its roots are exposed, ahd the 
tree practically sits on a rock.

It la well 
for me that I am at safe distance from 
Florida when I use the term “brother,” 
for if there is amything that a negro down 
there despises it is a Nassau negro, quite 
a aumber of whom have removed to the 
Florida Keys. Here they are not consid- 
ered worthy of even being classed as 
“niggers,” but are known as “Nassau 
coon’s.’” 
The “Nassau coon” at home can live 
about as cheaply as a Chinaman can in 
California. Every family bas a little plat 
cof land, sometimes only a few feet square, 
Dut sufficient for two or three cocoanut 
trees with their proverbial nut for every 
day in the year. There is an abundance 
of other fruits to be had for the picking, 
and therefore a few weeks’ work at a time 
do give a little spending money is all he 
asks. When at dome the Nassau negro is 
always a gentleman. He will work half 
naked for weeks in an o doat with no 
protection from the boiling sun when 
sponge-fishing, but the moment he lands 
at Nassau and is paid off, he dons an im- 
maouvlately white sult, starched stiff. He 
parades about, carrying a big cotton um- 
drella to protect his complexion from the 
sun that had no terror for him the weeks 
when ‘“sponging.”” One pineapple 
planter told me chat he considered negro 
help, even at 53 a week, the most expen- 
sive kind of labor—results considered. But 
there is no other kind available and he has 
to make the best of it. 

So far as competing in the New York 
market is concerned, the Bahamas will 
probably for some time to come have the 
advantage in cheaper transportation by 
water. The carrying trade is all done by 
aiipper-buiit echooners peculiarly adapted 
to the business.

The sisal plant grows wild on nearly 
all the Baharia islands. It needs no care 
nor cultivatioa, only the proper machinery 
for preparing the fiber. I have since 
understood that the right machinery bas 
been secured and that the sisal industry 
of the Bahamas bids fair to be quite a 
remunerative one. They have the advan- 
tage there in that the manufacturers using 
the fiber are themselves interested in the 
islands. When Sir Ambrose Shea brought 
this about he made a shrewd move. Manu- 
facturers will make a more determined 
effort to use a raw material in the grow- 
ing of which their money is invested than 
when the same is them in open 
market in competition with other fibers. 
If a few cordage manufacturers of Boston 
could be interested in the growing of the 
sisal plant and the United Statee Leather 
Company of New York in canaigre, it 
would make a new era in Southern Cali- 
fornia. 

Nassau is making a strong bid for the 
tourist travel. While it is an interesting 
place to visit, once seen few care to make 
a second trip. Communication with New 
York is only fortnightly and things soon 
get awfully monotonous. A three hours’ 
drive will take you the rounds of every 
object of interest on the island. This you 
will probably do on the day of arrival. By 
the time you return from the short excur- 
sion the steamer has sailed and there you 
are for two weeks whether you like it or 
not. After the first two or three days the 
novelty wears off and you try a marooning 
trip. This uses up two or three days and 
you come back loaded with coral speci- 
imens and tired to death from being 
cramped for forty-eight hours or more in 
a small sailboat with a Nassau coon.’

OP PANAMA,

© attack upon the castle was made at 
hight. It was a repetition, though not quite 
#0 terrible, of the attack upon Porto Bello. 
All night long the fight continued by the 
light of the flaming roofs of the houses 
within the fortifications, and the blazing 
balls which the English hurled over the 
pallisades and into the entrenchments. 
There was a terrific explosion, as one of 
the powder magazines blew up in a lurid 
flame, and a cloud of stones and beams, 
For a moment the fight lulled, only to be 
renewed again more furiously than ever. 

At last morning broke, showing 
breaches here and there where the walls 
had crumbled away before the explosions, 
and had fallen into the ditch. Into the 

ches dashed the buccaneers and. the 
fortress was won, the brave governor 
fighting to the last and until a musket 
bullet crashed through hie brain, and he 
fell dead against the wall. 

Many of the Spaniards, rather than sur- 
render themselves to the English, flung 
themselves over the wall of the rocks 
precipice into the sea. Of all the 314 men 
who defended the castle only about thirty 
remained alive, and twenty of them were 
more or less seriously wounded. 

The pirates themselves lost over 100 men, 
70 of whom were wounded. 

Thus the Castle of Chagres was won and 
the great expedition was begun. 

It was upon the 16th day of August, 
1670, that Capt. Morgan and his buccaneers 
began their famous expedition across the 
Isthmus of Panama, an expedition that 
lasted only nine days—but nine such days! 

The old historian who has handed down 
the story of this expedition was himself 
one of the buccaneers—a Dutchman by the

great Sir Henry Morgan—one time Gov- 
ernor of Jamaica under King Charles II. 

Of him—then Capt. Morgan—it is now to 
be told, and of his famovs attack on the 
great and beautiful city of Panama, on tho 
west coast of the Isthmus of Darien. 

In the years that followed that famous 
achievement of Pierre le Grand, tho buc- 
caneers so harried and swept the Spanish 
maln that it became no longer safe for 
Spain to send treasure-ships across the 
ocean, except in large fleets and under con- 
voy of powerful ships of war. Until such 
fleets could be assembled and such con- 
voy secured the treasures of gold and sil- 
ver collected by the Spanish agents in the 
Americas bad to be deposited in such great 
fortified towers as Carthagenla, on the 
north coast of South America or Panama, 
on the west coast of the Darien Isthmus, 
each of which was a great fortress—cities 
defended by massive buttressed walls and 
towers, and by outer fortifications com- 
manding all approaches to it. 

Again and agaln and again the bucca- 
neers turned their eyes toward these two 
strongholds, with their accumulated 
Wealth. But it was not until the coming 
of Henry Morgan that any one dared un- 
dertake such a tremendous task as an 
open attack, either upon the one or the 


other. 

Up to this time the buccaneers had been 
as any other pirates—depending upon their 
ehips and their sailors, and upon bloody 
gen battles co win for them those treas- 
ures, which they afterward spent 80 
quickly and so rapidly in Port Royal and 


and armies attacked other fleets and forti- 
fied inland strongholds, that the bucca- 
neers reached the height of their terror 
and devastation. 

At that time the island of Jamaica had 
been taken by the Spaniards from the En- 
glish under Admiral Penn—the father of 
William Penn, the famous Quaker. The 
conquerers had there settled and had for- 
tified themselves, and soon the island had 
become altogether English. The chief 
town of Jamaica was then the famous city 
of Port Royal. It stood planted upon the 

of a sand spit that sheltered within its 
te arm of coral the quiet waters of 
Port Royal—now Kingston harbor. 

This, in tts time, was one of the chief 
‘towns in the West Indies, the great resort 
of all the buccaneers of the Spanish Main. 
There they spent their money and drank 
and quarreled among themselves, while 
wicked men and wicked women and cun- 
ning men, money-changers and Jews grew 
rich upon the wickedness of the buccaneers 
until death came in the great earthquake 
of 1692 and swallowed them all up in the 
‘hot waters of the Carribbean Sea—men, 
women, children, churches, houses, gold 
and silver—all in five short minutes of 
shuddering terror and death. 

It was from this place that Capt. Mor- 
gan, with his buccaneers—English, French 
and Dutch—used to set sail against the 
Spaniards, and it was thither they re- 
‘turned from their expeditions. 

There is no in such a short story 
as this to tell of all the famous adventures 
of the great Capt. Henry Morgan, any 
one of which would make the renown of 
one of his buccaneers—how he pirated 
along the coast of Campechee; how he at- 
tacked and captured the town of Sante 
Jago, in Cuba; of how he captured and 
sacked the city of Maracaibo, which Buc- 
caneer Lolonoise had stripped of nearly 
everything a few years before; of how he 
made that terrible and lurid night attack 
on the fortress of Porto Bello when the 
buccaneers stormed the burning castle 
and where the brave and hapless Gov- 
ernor, with the roof blazing above his 
head and the floor burning beneath his 
feer, stood, sword in hand, his wife and 


' daughter clinging about his krees, fight- 


ing to the last until somebody fired a 
pistol and he sank dead in a heap upon 
the ground. Of all these things there is 
no space here to tell, but only of that last 


and greatest deed of his—the capture and 


sacking of Panama. 

To reach Panama Capt. Morgan would 
have to sail some leagues up the Chagres 
River, The mouth of this river was de- 
fended by a powerful fortress, called the 
Castle of Chagres, which stood upon the 


rest of a precipitous mountain and com- 


—— 


name of Jan Esquemeling. He tells us 
through the quaint old English trarslation 
of that time, how Capt. Morgan set forth 
from the Castle of Chagres with 1200 men, 
five boats with artillery and thirty-two 
cannons. 

Capt. Morgan had expected to fight his 
way across the Isthmus, but he soon found 
that there was no fighting to be done— 
that he had a far more terrible foe to con- 
tend with than Spanish enemies. That 
foe was famine. 

Almost immediately—upon the very first 
day of their expedition they found that 
every Spanish village had been deserted 
by its inhabitants, who had fled away into 
the tropical forests either carrying away 
with them or destroying every particle of 
food, every crumb of bread, every grain of 
maize. Nothing was left, nothing but the 
empty bags of raw-hide which had once 
held the meal or the grain of the Indian 
corn. And as it was that first day, so it 
Was every day. Every village they came 
to along the shores of the river they found 
empty—stripped of everything, naked, de- 
serted. 

The third day they left the river and 
took to the forest paths. Here, too, they 
would come now and then upon an inland 
village—a group of poor wattled huts 


| clustered miserably together, but here also 


it was always the same—always they were 
empty, deserted, stripped of everything, 
If only the buccaneers could have fought 
somebody.

In their extremity the buccaneers fell to 
eating the raw-hide bags that had once 
held the food that their enemies had car- 
ried away. Some persons,“ says the old 
Dutch historian of that expedition Some 
persons who never were out of their 
mother’s kitchens, may ask how these 
pirates could eat, swallow and digest those 
pieces of leather so hard and dry. Unto 
whom I only answer that could they only 
once experience what hunger, or rather 
famine is, they would certainly find the 
manner by their own necessity as the 
pirates did. For these first took the leather 


and sliced it in pieces. Then they beat it 


between two stones and rub it, often 
dipping it in water to render it by these 
means supple and tender. tLastly they 
scraped off the hair and roasted ft or 
broiled it upon the fire. And being thus 
cooked, they cut it into small morsels and 
eat it, helping it down with frequent gulps

Nevertheless, they toiled heavily onward 
until the tenth day, when, from the sum- 
mit of a high mountain, they suddenly 
saw the first view of the Pacific or great 
South sea, as it was called, spread out 
beneath them blue and far away. 

There was a ship and six boats sailing 
away toward a distant island. Then the 
buccaneers knew that they must be near 
their journey’s end. 

But a sight still better to their eyes 
than the far ocean was a drove of cattle 
feeding upon the campagna below them. 
There at last was food—almost the first 
they had seen since they left the Castle 
of Chagres. Within half an hour a score 
of bullocks: had been killed, strips of 
meat were roasting before the fires and 
the buccanhers were feeding like fam- 
ished wolves. 

That same evening they caught a dis- 
tant glimpse of a troop of some 200 horse- 
men who halloed something to them which 
they could not understand. A little while 
after and then they saw the first glimpse 
of Panama—a tall steeple showing above 
the trees. “This steeple they had no 
sooner discovered,“ says (he buccanecr 
historian, “than they began to show signs 
of extreme joy, casting up their hats into 
the air, leaping for mirth and shouting, 
even just gs if they had already obtained 
the victory and entire accomplishment of 
their designs. All their trumpets were 
sounded and every drum ten in token 
of this universal acclamation and huge 
alacrity of their minds. 

There is not space here to describe the 
two days > beféré the walls of Pan- 
ama. Th were but 800 half-starved 
buccaneers and nearly 4000 Spaniards, but 
despite that, and despite trenches and 
raised batteries and fortification and walls, 
Panama fell and the bucaneers rushed into 
it, a seething, howling, yelling mob. 

Then folowed the old story of sack and 
“pidage. Added to this a fire broke cut 
one day in one of the lower quarters of 
the town, and before it ceased nearly the 
whole of Panama, the second largest city 
of the West Indies, the treasure house of 
the Pacific Coast, was swept away from 
the face of the earth. Churches, cathe- 
drals, store-houses, dwelling-houses, all 
were gone, and nothing was left but smok- 
ing ruins and massive walls to mark where 
the tity had once stood. 

For six months the buccaneers remained, 
hunting among the ruins for buried treas- 
ures; then, on the 24th of February, 1671, 
they left the place taking with them 175 
beasts of burden laden with silver, gold 
and other precious things, beside about 
600 prisoners, men, women, children and 
slaves, who were afterward redeemed or 
sold. 

Such was the sacking of Panama and 
such the enormous treasure carried away 
by the pirates. 

Yet when all this vast wealth was di- 
vided among the buccaneers each one re- 
ceived only the merest pittance—hardly 
enough indeed to carry them back to 
Jamaica. All of the greater part of the 
treasure—the gold, silver and jewels— 
Capt. Morgan kept for himself and his 
few chosen comrades. 

Thus, at one sweep, Capt. Henry Mor- 
gan made himself one of the richest and 
most famous men in the West Indies, and 
when Modiford, the then Governor of Ja- 
maica returned to Bngland, he was 
knighted Sir Henry Morgan and appoint 
lieutenant-governor of the chief Engl 
colony in the western world. . 

But after all his wickedness did not 
prosper him in the long run, for when 
England entered into league with Spain 
at the ‘treaty of Ryswick, one of the con- 
siderations was that Sir Henry Morgan 
should be tried for his piracies. Accord- 


was arrested and thrown into the 
Tower of London. 

His case was never brought up for trial: 
it was postponed and postponed from time 
to time until finally he died, unknown and 

forgotten except for the story of the fall 
of Panama written by that old Dutchman, 
Jan Esquemeling.

AN HISTORIC CHURCH. 


The Strange History of the Cathedral 
of Chihuahua. 
Frem a Specia! Correspondent. 

The cathedral of San Francisco, in the 
city of Chihuahua, Mexico, deserves to be 
placed on the list of the wondera of the 
world. ‘Beautifully located on the princi- 
pal plaza of the city, its slender, graceful 
tower rises high above the trees and glis- 
tens cool and white against a backgrouri 
of bleak mountains and bluest sky. “‘Grace- 
ful, massive, beautiful, magnificent,” ex- 
claims every visitor; but if the grand ca- 
thedral itself is extraordinarily attractive, 
its history is no less so, for it is as strange 
as 2 made during the days of the pyra- 
mids. 

Two hundred and nineteen years ago, in 
1675, Chihuahua, the place where things 
are made,“ was only a lively frontier Cath- 
olle mission. 

The cathedral was ‘built on ideas bor- 
rowed from ‘both the Moorish and the 
Gothic architecture. The rich facade, in 
its elegance and purity of complicated fili- 
gree, contrasts agreeably with the severer 
style of the rest of the gran mass. It is 
the work of an artist who was sentenced 
to death for some crime, but was promised 
that the sentence would not be carried out 
until he had completed ornamermting the 
front of the cathedral. For twenty-one 
years the artist stood upon the platforms 
and cut into stone his beautiful dreams; 
and for twenty-one years armed sertinels 
paced the walks down bdelow, and con- 
veyed him to and from his prison. At last, 
old, broken down and sick, he notified the 
authorities that his work was done, and 
he was ready to die. Then came pardon, 
banquets and honor with mocking rapid- 
ity; but it was too late, and his eyes closed 
before he reached the ship that was to 


manuscripts and from the cathedral that 
is his monument. 

As the walls arose slowly, thousands of 
men, soldiers and slaves, brought dirt in 
rawhide bags on their backs and slowly 
and laboriously built up huge inclined 
planes all around the building. No scaf- 
fold or derricks were used in the contsruc- 
tion of the shell, but each stone was 
pushed and pull up the long inclines, 
and to the summit of each wall and tower 
by human hands, tolling under a tropical 
sun, and smarting under the lash of cruel 
taskmasters. As the towers rose to a 
height of over one hundred and fifty feet, 
the inclines from each were over half a 
mile long, and the dirt fell over and cov- 
ered the church, and by the time the tow- 
ers had reached their full height of over 
two hundred feet the church had disap- 
peared in a vast mound of earth. For 
‘seven more long years the patient work- 
ers toiled to remove the mountaip they 
had themselves built up sack dy sack, and 
thus dig out the marvel they had con- 
structed. 

In 1886 the roof of the church was 
crowded with Mexicans watching the prog- 
ress of the battle between their forces and 
the t of Maxamillian; but hastily 

own when a cannon ball cracked 
the big bell in the northeast tower. Two 
years ago a mining man offered to give 
the church a new bell for this cracked 
one, which he wished to send to the Co- 
lumbian Exposition; but an examination 
proved the interesting fact that the bells 
had all been cast in the towers when the 
church was ‘built, and that now there was 
no way to get them out without tearing 
the towers down.

The people of Riverside propose to cel- 
ebrate the carnival time by a special affair 
to be known as orange day. It will take 
place Monday, April 22. Special arrange- 
ments have been made with the railroads 
and a large crowd of people will be taken 
from this city to Riverside.
